Grant Probation

No Recommendations 
Made; Mrs. Lewis, 
Others Testify 


A coroner’s jury, after hearing 
more than two hours of testimony 
at the inquest into the death of 
Trum an Hill, 42, of Carrier Mills, 
returned an open verdict that he 
died of gunshot wounds from a 
shotgun fired 
by Teresa 
Lewis. 
No recommendations accompanied 
the 
verdict, 
returned 
last 
night 
at the courthouse, where the in­ 
quest was conducted by Coroner 
Jam es Thornton with State’s At 
torney Robert Wilson also asking 
questions. 


Mrs. Lewis, 39, 
sister of the 
dead man, at present is being held 
on the technical charge of assault 
with intent to murder. 
There was some conflicting tes 
timony but none to the fact that 
Mrs. 
Lewis’ three brothers and 
the son of one of them came into 
her house in Carrier Mills early 
Sunday morning, that at least part 
of the group had been drinking, 
and that she had hogged them to 
go and leave her alone, that she 
said she was sick, that she threat 
ened to call the law. 


Sweat Testifies 


And there was no conflict in tes 
timony that Mr 
Lewis obtained 
a shotgun from the home of Wal 
ter Jolly, a neighbor, and that it 
went off in her hands, felling the 
brother, Truman, who died about 
20 hours later in the Harrisburg 
hospital. 
State Policeman Adolph Sweat, 
who with other officers was at the 
scene shortly after the shooting, 
produced some 
interesting testi 
mony. 
He said that Mrs Lewis told him 
early that morning that her broth 
ers, Truman and Ralph, had start 
cd a fight in her house and show 
ed where a light bulb had been 
knocked out 
Sweat also said she told him she 


meant to get Ralph instead of T ru­ 
man 
He also talked with the dying 
man at Harrisburg hospital, testi­ 
fying that Trum an told him it was 
his brother Ralph who had had 
the fight with his sister and her 
20 year-old son. Ferrell Morse, in 
Mrs 
Lewis’ home. 
Testimony by Mrs. I^ewis 
Mrs Lewis told of brothers T ru­ 
man, Ralph and Leon and Ralph’s 
son, Donald, 18. coming to her 
home around I a. rn 
She said they 
pulled at the door until it opened 
despite her pleas for them to go 
on, and added they were cursing 
with one of them 
laying, “ PU 
make you think you’re sick ” 
She told of going to the Jolly 
home, ut his refusal to get mixed 
up in the ease ny going about three 
blocks to call the law, and of her 
going out again to try to get them 
to go away 
Then she went back to Jolly’*, 
“ I reached for the shotgun in 
the corner—J knew it was there,” 
she stated 
“ I went outside a few 
steps and screamed for them to 
go on 
I looked to the right and 


I raised the shotgun and it went 
off ” 
She said Ralph spoke up “ You 
didn’t get m e” and somebody said 
“ It got 
tru m a n ,” and then she 
said “ Lord have mercy.” 
Brothers Testify 
Jolly, 39, told of the visit by Mrs. 
Lewis and of her taking the gun. 
1 He maintained he didn’t give her 
the gun or tell her she could have 
it or where it was. Mrs. Jolly, 20 
said she didn't see the gun, that 
she didn’t know where it was. 
Ralph Hill, 53. and Leon Hill, 
36. both admitted their sister ob­ 
jected to their coming in while 
she and her son were asleep Ralph 
testified that Trum an and Donald 
went in the house first, that he 
and Leon tried to get them ta go. 
They all went in the house, then 
and when Mrs. Lewis said she was

Garment Factory Boss Dies In 
Blaze Like Captain of Ship at Sea 


NEW YORK IP 
Abraham .I 
Becker, 38. was the boss of an 
underwear factory 
but he died 
Wednesday night like the captain 
of a ship afire at sea 
“ You’ll all get out,” he told his 
screaming workers in the Monarch 
Underwear Company’s fourth floor 
plant 
“ I’ll he the last to leave ” 
But Becker 
couldn’t beat the 
panic that spread faster than the 
flames. 
Unable to persuade his 
hysterical 
flock 
that 
safety 
led 
down a dark stairway filled with 
tart and choking smoke, he stayed 
with 24 of them to die 
“ Aln' Becker, my boss, broke a 
window and I climbed through,” 
said one survivor 
“The girls were screaming and 
crying and carrying on,” said an 
other 
“ And the boss came ami got 
us and marched us in the hack 
Ami then he got somebody ti* get 
us wet rags to put in front of our 


faces 
He told us not to panic, 
hut there was plenty of scream 
itll ” 
Many of the workers were t ’uer 
to Ricans recently come to New 
York City, 
Their language diffi 
cullies were believed to have play­ 
ed a part in the fatal panic 
Becker soothed them as hest he 
could, hut there weren’t enough 
calm helpers to stifle the panic 
of the Negro, white and Puerto 
Riean workers from the tenements

Blaze Results 
When Gas 
Oven Explodes 


Smoke and Fear 
Prevented M ott 
From Escaping 


NEW YORK (UP) — Twenty-four 
men and w-ornen died Wednesday 
night in one hour of screaming 
horror in a flame-swept garment 
factory. 
Fifteen 
were 
injured, 
several 
were in critical condition as a re­ 
sult of a fire that started when • 
gas oven exploded. 
The fire toll wa* the city’* worst 
in 12 years. City and state official! 
met in emergency sessions today 
to determine whether tighter lawa 
are 
needed 
to protect workers 
from fire in the teeming jungle 
of old downtown commercial build­ 
ings 
It appeared that moat of the 
dead were cut off from safety by 
no more than smoke and fear. 
Four women leaped from the 
fourth floor Monarch Underwear 
Co. factory to firemen's nets. Oth­ 
ers were led or carried down fire­ 
men's ladders. 
Only a few reach­ 
ed safety down the fire stairway, 
which remained intact throughout 
the blaze 
The fire broke out in the floor 
below the garment factory when 
a gas oven used to dry freshly- 
printed textiles exploded as it was 
lighted. 
Three 
nearby workers 
made brief hut unsuccessful effbrta 
to halt the flames and then fled 
down the fire stairs. 
Fire leaped to the ceiling be­ 
neath the underwear factory. 
Fire Commissioner Edward F. 
Cavanagh Jr. said both floors wert 
blazing when the first company 
rearhed the scene. 
Survivors told of panic, scream­ 
ing and confused running about 
as smoke and then flames burst 
through the floor. 
"Abe Becker, my boss, broke a 
window open," survivor, Mrs. Anna 
Bailey, 20. said. 
“I don’t know 
what happened to him.” 
“You all get out," Becker told 
his workers. 
“I’ll be the last to 
leave." 
But he was unable to persuade 
the hysterical workers to brave tho 
hot smoke in the dark stairway. 
He was found dead with them, near 
the door. 
One man and one woman amas- 
ingly were found alive when fire­ 
men were finally able to enter tho 
gutted garment shop more than 
two hours after the blaze started. 
The woman had jumped into a 
metal storage box. Cavanagh said 
the box would normally have been 
like an oven, quickly roasting any

U. S. Interested

WASHINGTON WI - The Unit­ 
ed States is seriously interested 
in trying to launch an earth sat 
ellite 
that could 
expand to IOO 
feet in diameter. 
This was disclosed by Dr Hugh 
L. Dryden, director of the Na­ 
tional Advisory CoCmmittee for 
Aeronautics, 
in testimony 
given

a closed session

Appropriations subcommittee Fob. 
18.

public Wednesday night.

Dryden 
also said 
that 
large 
numbers of satellites 
circling in 
space may complicate the proh 
lem 
of detecting 
and shooting 
down enemy ballistic missiles. 
“ By the time we get a couple 
dozen satellites in the air, the job 
of keeping track of them and dis­ 
tinguishing 
them 
from 
ballistic 
missiles 
coming at us 
will be­ 
come a very serious problem ,” he 
said. 
Dryden said U. S. scientists are 
giving “ serious interest 
to put 
ting 
up 
an 
inflatable 
satellite 
that would expand to IOO feet in 
diameter. 
He said the project 
i s 
j u s t “ in 
the talk stage” now but it might 
be possible to achieve success in 
two years. 
The 
National 
Advisory 
Com 
mittee for Aeronautics is known 
to be interested in' inflatable sat 
e'lites of various sizes, made of 
aluminized plastic. 
The satellite 
would be compressed into a smaJi 
package when launched. 
When the proper altitude and 
velocity is reached, a cartridge 
would fire to inflate the satellite 
to its full size.
